In spite os Winston Churchill's explana- 
tory speech in the House of Commons 
defending the strategy that resulted in the 
loss of Crete, considerable dissatisfaction 
still exists among those army units which 
were concerned in this engagement. This 
dissatisfaction is spreading with increasing 
bitterness throughout the British Isles, 

Mr Churchi'l complained, with some 
petulance, of the small mindedness. of 
those whodemand an explanation of every 
episode of the war. The British press, 
however, rminds the Prime Minister that 


Crete was more than 
an episode — it was a 
treasured poss¢ssion 
which Mr Churchill 
himself had promised 
to defend - ‘to the 
death”’ ~All this crit- 
icism, it should be 
noted, will be swelled 
to an intoferable vol 
ume should the British 
which seems unlikely, 
suffer any eventual re- 
verses in Syria. 

There is no tendency in Britain to ask 

. for the retirement of Mr, Churchill. There 
is a strong demand fur the retirement of 
some weaker ministers. 

Anxious speculation centres this week 
about the consequences of the Syrian 
campaign which was rendered mysterious 
in its earlier stages by the apparent disin- 
clination of the Nazis to participate in it, 

This German reticence was partially 
explained in three ways. 

First, it was reported that the Germans 
considered Syria too far from their air 
bases to be made the scene of succes:{ul 
operations by the Luftwaffe. They did 
nct want to undertake an engagement in 
which they might court defeat. 

Secondly, they desired the French to 
bear the whole weight of the defence so 
that they would be forced into open war- 
fare with the British. 

Thirdly, the Germans wanted to see 
Syria fall to the Brit:sh so that the isola- 
tionists in the United States would mater- 
ial for further propaganda against render- 
ing America aid to Britain while she was 
up to her old ‘imperialistic and agressive’ 
tricks, 

If it 1s true that the Germans feared to 
engage the British in Syria because they 
believed could not get their fighting 
planes into effective , it must be a prin- 
ciple oftheir strategy not to attempt in- 
vasion where they do not control the air. 

Such a principle would explain their 
failure to attempt the invasion of Britain, 

Moreover, adherance to this principle 
would render an attempted invasion of 
Britain an impossibility since there is not 
the remotest chance of the Germans ever 
gaining control of the air over, 

To some extent, the British march in- 
to Syria has tended to revive the flagging

Here and there throughout the Domin- 
ion of Canada, some citizens have allow- 
ed themselves to become bewildered by 
large figures which represent. the cost of 
this Warto Canada. Apparently, they 
scan the headlines, note the billions of 
dollars which are being spent to fight 
Hitier, and then sit back and moan some- 
thing of this kind: 

**Howin the world will the government 
of Canada ever find the money to repay 
the people who have invested in War 
Savings Certificates and War Loan 
Bonds.”

In other words 
Canada is exercising a very great measure 
of control over the amount of debt being 
piled up for future payment. 

In the \ight of conditions all over the 
world, it is not too extravagant to Say 
that the security behind Canada’s Wer 
Savings Certificates and War J.oan Bonds 
is just about the best in the world today.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 
TO START JULY 1ST 


Insurance be- 


Unemployment 
Comes an actuality in Canada from 
July lst, For the workers who are 
subject to periods of unemployment 
through no fault of their own, it 
will mean the difference between 
being on relief or charity and the 
self-respect of having provided for 
their own welfare through a plan 
insurance savings. 

The plan is one of co operation 
between the employer, the employee 
and the Government. Each makes 
a contribution based on the weekly 
wages earned by tbe employee, To 
the amount contributed by the em- 
ployer .and the amount deducted 
from the employee’s wages, the 
Government adds one-fifth of the 
total, and pays for the cost of oper- 
ation, These contributions are 
similar to insurance premiums, and 
accumulate against the day when 
the worker, either male or femate, 
becomes unemployed, 

This, briefly, is the Unemploy- 
ment Imsurance Plan which becomes 
a law of Ganeda, juet as it has been 
alaw in Great Britain for more 
than thirty years. With the exs- 
perience of the British Act as well 
as the examples of other Countries 
to draw upon, the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission has created 
a plan which shonld operate with 
the least inconvenience to the em- 
ployer and to the greatest possible 
benefit to the workers. 

Both employers and employees 
should familiarize themselves with 
the terms of the plan which will be 
made available by the Postmaster 
in the locality you live.
